And as a last word in ha dihood, for- 
ty-one new four-wheeled cabs were li 
censed last year. 

There is, of course, a notable in- 
crease in motor-omnibuses and tram- 
ears, and a corresponding decrease in 
their horse-drawn predecessors; bit 
the most remarkable thing about the 
public carriage statisties is thi-—there 
are fewer vehicles in use now than 
there were in 1905. In that year there 
were 16.585 vehicles on the road. Last 
vear there were 15,906. Many of them 
are larver, of course, but then the 
ponulation has also grown con idsr 
ably in the same time. So, obviously, 
London walks a good deal now

KHARTOUM TRANSFORMED. 


Kitchener Tells of Labor of Recon- 
structing Soudanese Metropolis. 


Lord Kitchener presided at a recent 
sitting of the Town-Planning Confer- 
ence in London, when a paper was 
tead describing the splendid city 
which, since the Khalifa’s power was 
smashed, has been raised on the 
ruins of old Khartoum, and also the 
work of reconstructing Omdurman on 
modern lines. The paper, written by 
Mr. W. H. McLean (municipal engin- 
eer, Khartoum), was read in his ab- 
sence, pointed out that the suce 


Omdurman scheme was in es 
that provided for England by Mr. 
John Burns 

Tord Kitchener said he well re- 


membered the difficulty of the prob- 


lem how best to evolve, out of the 
ruins left by the Dervishes. a prac- 
tical reconstruction of Khartoum on 


sanitary lines. First, careful consid- 
eration had to be given to the suscep- 
tibilities of a naturally uneducated 
foreign population, to whose conser- 
vative minds most modern regula- 
tions were repugnant. No trouble of 
that kind had, however, arisen, and 
the natives had agreed to the pro- 
positions, and there was no doubt 
that the reasonable regulations en- 
forced meant increased length of life 
and increased prosperity. Those who 
knew Khartoum in the old days 
would recognize that a revolution had 
been effected. 

The old Khartoum was an African 


pesthouse in which every tropical | 
diseuse thrived and ran rampant. 
Last year there were only eleven 


cases of malaria in a population of 
50,000. He did not think such results 
had been achieved in any other Brit- 
ish dependency, and they were a 


| proof of the thorough efficiency of the 


country. 

Mr. McLean's paper mentioned that 
in 1899, the year after the culmina- 
tion of the Nile campaign, the re- 
venue for the whole of the Soudan 
wus estimated at only $40,000, which 
showed a state of destitution for a 
country nearly as large as Europe 
When this was compared with the 
present revenue of over $5,000,000 
the progress made was apparent 
Municipal steam tramways were run 
ning in Khartoum from. the central 
to outside districts. It was antici 
pated that the city would ultimately 
extend to the west and to the south, 
and. as this was Government land 
it seemed assured that the extensions 
would be made in accordance with 
the existing system of planning. A 
suburb might also be built at Burri 
to the east of the waterworks.

MOTION TO FORFEIT BONDS TO 
PROVINCE IS CARRIED 


After a Very Lengthy Debate on Pre- 
mier Sifton’s Motion, it was Sus- 
tained by 25 Votes to I14—In the 
Course of His Address, the Premier 
States He Does Not Intend to 
Abandon North Country. 


Edmonton.—After a long and_ heated 
debate lasting some days, Mr. Sif- 
ton’s motion to give the second read- 
ing to forfeit to the province the 
the proceeds of the bonds carried by 
a vote of 25 to 14, which was above 
what the government expected. 

The vote was as follows: 

Yeas—Boudreau, Boyle, Buchanan, 
Campbell, Cushing, Glendinning, Hol- 
den, MeArthur, McDougall, Me- 
Kenney, McKenzie, McLean, Mar- 
shall, Mitchell, Olin, Roberts, Shaw, 
Sifton, Simpson, Smith, Stauffer, 
Stewart, Telford, Warnock, Woolf—25. 

Nays — Bennett, Cornwall, Cote, 
Cross, Gunn, Hoadley, Lessard, Me- 
Pherson, Minchener, Moore, Patter- 
son, Puffer, Kutherford and Walker— 
14. 

Roberts and Bennett were paired, 
but at the request of Bennett, Roberts 
was counted though not present. 
O'Brien wes not present. 

On the vote of Michener’s amend- 
ment Puffer and Walker voted with 
the government. 


Of those voting against the govern | 


ment in the first division three were 
Conservatives, one Independent, ten 
Liberal. In the second vote eight 
Liberals opposed the government. 

In the course of an 
lasting an hour, Premier Sifton 
answered the criticisms of the op- 
position to his bill for forfeiting the 
Conds of the Waterways Railway com- 
pany. He was applauded by the gov- 
ernment supporters as he scored point 
after point against the amendment 
that had just been introduced by the 
leader of the opposition. 

It was to the effect that the govern. 
ment should not use the moneys real- 
ized by bonds except to build the rail- 
way, and that it shiuld not be for- 
feited except by due process of law. 

The premier ridiculed the sugges- 
tion of the opposition, which was that 
rather than avoid the possibility of 
the law, a very remote possibility, the 
government should rush headlong in- 
to a sure legal suit. 

There had been an entire misappre- 
hension of the nature of the bill in the 
minds of some of the speakers. The 
bill could not give the contract of con- 
struction of the road to another com- 
pany, for then they would have to as- 
sume the liability. The legislature 
had first to wipe the whole company 
out of existence. He had recently 
talked to a representative of the bond- 
holders, and he had expressed himself 
as perfectly satisfied with the course 
as outlined in the bill. The premier 
said he had lived in Alberta for many 
years, and no man had yet charged 


him justly with being partial to any— 


one part of the province more than 
another, 

Premier Sifton stated that 
amendment should have been intro- 
duced six months ago, when the com- 
pany had not defaulted, but now such 
an amendment was absurd. The last 
‘elause in the amendment provided 
that an effort be made for an amic- 
able settlement, concerning which Mr. 
Sifton said that Mr. Michener had ac- 
cused him of doing wrong in not 
answering the letters from Clarke. 

“T wish to say,"’ he added, “that 
there was nothing in the letters as to 
negotiations with a strong construc- 
tion company.” 

Referring to these letters, the pre- 
mier stated thac the third was a tele- 
gram, which was an ineult to every 
member of the house, Clarke asking 
therein for an adjournment of the con- 
sideration of this matter for two 
weeks, until he could decide what he 
‘eould do. Clarke knew the company 
had not paid the interest on the 
| bonds, nor had they turned a sod; yet 
he wanted a postponement until he 
could make another proposition. 

“No. government of which I 
member® will enter into negotiations 
for the construction of a railway with 
a man who has acted as Clarke has 
acted in connection with the royal 
commission.”” 

He did not think anyone need be 
frightened by any threat as to what 
the banks would do. The bill was for 
the purpose of protecting the bond- 
holders, and dealt with nothing but 
the bond money. He did not intend 
to abandon the North country. The 
first sten to its development was the 
elimination of the A. & G. W. rail- 
way. The bill meant the pushing of 
the Rutherford policy to the utter- 
most.

London.—Jem Mace, the hero of 
many prize fights, has died at Har- 
row-on-Tyne of old age. He was in 
his 79th year. Mace at one time was 
worth more than $1,¢00,000, but of re- 
cent years he had been dependent on 
friends. Occasionally he appeared 
in musie hall exhibitions. 

Mace was born at Beeston in Nor- 
folk, and in his day was one of the 
world’s greatest boxers. His first 
great fight was with Bill Thorpe, 
whom he beat in 16 rounds) When 
Tom Sayers retired from the cham- 
pionship in 1860, Mace was regarded 
as his legitimate successor and was 
soon chall-neel by Tom King. They 
met in February, 1862, when, after 
43 rounds Mace was given the verdict.

{ Ottawa.—The main estimates cover- 
ing the estimates of expenditure for 
| the fiseal year, ending March 31, 1912, 
jwere tabled in the House in the ab- 
j sence of Mr. Fielding by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. ‘They provide for an ex- 
| pe nditure of $135,863,200, an increase 
}of $6,035,575 over the main estimates 
lfor the current fiscal year. 


| The principal increases are: Public
